The Migratory Bird Treaty be 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain had its twenty-fifth “birtn- 
day” on Dec. 8, signed by the two 
nations to protect migratory water- 
fow! and other forms of wildfire 
going back and forth between 
Canada and the United States, the 
treaty was prociaimed by Prest- 
dent Wilson on Dec. 8, 1916. 
&xaggeration to call 
this treaty the most significant 
advance in the history of wildilfe 
conservation in North America,” 
Secretary Ickes of the Interior De- 
partment said of the anniversary. 
“In 19237, a similar treaty between 
Mexico and the United States was 
consumated to protect migratory 
birds and game mammals golng 
back and forth between these two 
oountries.” 

"Discharging our federal obliga- 
tions under these International 
agreements has made possible ons 
of the most sucessful wildlife oon- 
servation prograins in history,”

What he did, and all 
that Se dhl, was to explain the pre 
parations for the battle, tell of the 
advance of the firet days, compare 
the conflict to Blenheim, and say 
that ite consequences would be im. 
portant. He certainly promised no 
victory. 

Read The Texte 

Further: Going back over Catfro’s 
dally official statements since the 
beginning of the Libyan battis, 
ene finds them extremely conserv- 
ative; completely objective. In no 
sitigle case did they promise a vic- 
tory, or make extravagant claims, 

What one wonder’ is: Did the 
average reader read these reporte?’ 
Or did he prefer the highly imag- 
inative stories of special correspon- 
denta, most of whom could not pos 
gibly see more than isolated frag 
ments of the battle or grasp ite 
tactical significance?

full-time education,” it waa stat- 
ed. “School buildings have suf- 
fered damage, and in one city 60 
per cent of them were bombed 
out in a single night, but all the 
children were in school within a 
week. We have a large measure 
of humanity in the life of the 
children which has been invala- 
able im the upkeep of morale. 
Health of the children has also 
been looked after and there is ne 
reason why it should not improve 
during this year, From 60 te 90 
per cent of the children reealve 
milk,” sald the speaker. 


How Mr. Churchill 
Won His Captaincy 


Mr. Churchill has been ap- 
pointed colonel of the 4th Queen's 
Own Hussars, the regiment which 
he joined as « subaltern in 1896 
when it was under orders for 
India. 

The Commanding Officer, then 
Col. Brabason, was am old friend 
of Lord Randolph's; he told young 
Winston that he was a clever 
young man but could do with 
discipline and that a good cavalry 
regiment waa the place for him te 
get it. Would he, therefore, 
promise not to leave the regiment 
till after he got his troop-——that m, 
his captaincy. Winatom sald that 
he would not commit himself te 
that, but he would promise not te 
leave the regiment until it had 
won. the Indian International Pole 
Cup. 

Colonel Brabazen, knowing that 
ne regiment had ever won the eup 
before it had been three years im 
India, said that that was good 
enough for him. But the 4th Hus- 
sare team, of which Winston 
Churehill was a member, won the 
cup in its second season, and the 
war correspondent and Prime Min- 
ister-to-be was free of hia prom- 
ina.

Vary From One-Half to One 
Second Every Day 
No watch keeps perfect time, 
Clarence Woodbury writes in Am- 
erican Magazine. Fine American 
raiload watches will run from one- 
half to a full second tast or slow 
every day, and one of the most 
expensive watches you can buy-- 
a little number which retails for 
around $5,000-—will be off one 
eighteenth of a second every day. 
if your watch happens to be- 
come magnetized by a dynamo or 
an X-ray machine, there's a simple 
way to take out the juice. Expose 


it to the sdine magnetic field 
again, and twirl it round and 
round, debonairly, as you retreat 
from it. 

‘The same watch will keep dil- 


ferent time in winter and summer, 
indéors and out. In zero temper- 
ature, the average watch will lose 
ten seconds in twenty-four hours, 
and under a blazing sun it will 
gain ten,

you get your watch, turn- 

hands backward won't 
hurt it a bit. Only in striking 
clocks must the hands be moved 
forward. 

“Don't wind it too tight or you'll 
break the spring!" That old warn- 
ing is meaningless today, The 
strongest may on earth couldn't 
wind most modern watches hard 
enough to break the mainsprings. 
Manufacturers have made them 
muscleproot. 

Tiny watches are just as accur- 
ate as big ones when they're prop- 
erly adjusted, but they can seldom 
take as much punishment, 

if you simply must open your 
watch and lel Junior see how the 


. wheels go round, perform the op- 


eration in an air-conditioned room. 
Otherwise, you may have to pay 
for a repair job. Infinitesimal par- 
ticles of dust can clog the works, 


and if damp air gets into your 
watch, the moisture will condense 
later and may cause rust, . Rust 


ruins more watches than all other 
causes combined, 


The life expectancy of any good 


modern watch is far greater than 
that of its owner. If it is cleaned 
and olled regularly once every 
two years, the average 2Z1-jewel 
time-piece will tick on through at 
least’ two centuries.

In Washington, Ambassador Gas 
ton Henry-Haye complained re- 
cently that the French prisoners 
received no extra rations from 
home via the International Hed 
Gross—as the 60,000 British pris- 
oners do, and have scarcely enough 
to eat. In Vichy, a spokesman 
blamed the detention of the pris- 
oners for a 40 per cent decrease 
in the birth rate and predicted 
that “at this rate the Frenoh will 
disappear in twenty years.” 

At the same time Vichy iasued 
a series of alarming statistics that 
reinforced the envoy’s plea, Some 
62 per cent of ita kindergarten chil- 
dren were ill from privation, while 
infant mortality had trippled dur- 
ing the firet half of 1941, French 
babies now average only five 
pounds &t birth and ten-year-olds 
welgh fourteen pounds less than 
British children of the same age. 


Bimllar conditions—malnutrition 
and the lack of medicine, fuel and 
warm clothing—prevailed among 
adults and sent the death rate for 
the firat five months of 1941 up 43 
per cent among people over 60 and 
38 per cent among those under 60.

The Far North, deapite wide- 
spread impressions to the contrary, 
does not have a worse winter cli- 
mate than many parts of the 
Northwestern United States and 
adjacent provinces of Canada, In 
fact, many Arctic lands have rela- 
tively mild winter climates. Ice 
land, which lies below the Arctic 
Circle, and Bpitzbergen, which is 
well above it, are kept “alr oon- 
ditioned” by branches of the Gulf 
Stream. 

Advantages in Arctic campaignu- 
ing would lie with the defenders. 
By adopting the “Indian fighter” 
tactics used by the Finns when they 
were resisting Russian invasion ip 
the winter of 1939-40 defenders of 
almost any Arctic terrain could de- 
feat greatly superior numbers of 
invading troops. But if the Arctic 
frontiers were not defended, the 
great rivers like the Mackenzie and 
th Yukon would form great high- 
weys for easy inland marches.

touch with their relatives, and in 
furnishing them with food and 
ether comforts, for instance, 
would be sufficient for any asso- 
ciation, but it is only one of many 
activities of the Red Cross, That 
ft ia engaged in tracing eight mil- 
lion people in occupied countries 
for their relatives will come as a 
surprise to many. 

These are just examples of the 
unique services performed, and 
they demonstrate how greatly this 
organization deserves the support 
of all the people.

Secretary, Mr. ‘Stephen Ersiy on 
the evening of December 22, “is 
now with the President. He ar- 
rived by air and was met -by the 


President at an air station near 


Washington, He was accompanied 
by Lord Beaverbrook and a tech- 
nical staff.” “There is, of 
course,” eantinued -Mr. Early, 
“one primary objective in the con- 
versations to be held between the 
President and the British Prime 
Minister and the respective staffs 


of the two eountries. That purpose 
is the defeat of Hitlerism through- 
out the world. 

‘It should be remembered that 
many other nations are engaged 
to-day in this common task. 
Therefore, the present confer- 
ences in Washiugton should be 
regarded as preliminary to further 
conferences which will offically 
include Russia, China, the Neth- 
erlands and Dominions. It is ex- 
pected that there will also be in- 
volved an over-all unity in the 
conduct of the war, Other nations 
will be asked to participate in the 
e@ver-all objective.” 

Issues Involved 


The problem of co-ordinating 
the vast issues involved could be 
summarized under the following 
headings: 

1. Britain, America, China,

Clever Students 
Win Scholarships 


$50,000 Worth of Scholar- 
ships Awarded by. University 
of Toronto This Year 


Opportunity for gifted young 
people throughout the Province of 
Ontario to obtain a university 
education is provided by a wide- 
spread system of scholarships 
awarded annually by the Univer- 
sity of Toronto and its affiliated 
colleges . and faculties, These 
scholarships, together with bursar- 
ies and loan funds, make it pos- 
sible for specially’ talented stud- 
ents to continue their education 
after matriculation, almost régard- 
less of their home financial condi- 
tions, 

Sehclarship awards of over fif- 
ty thousand dollars were made to 
students /who matriculated from 
the secdhdary schools of Ontario 
last June> 

Among recent graduates of the 
University was a scholarship stud- 
ent, who caine about four years 
ago, from a farm nest Stayner, 
and who would have been in line 
for a Rhodes Scholarship if the 
war had not intervened, Another 
graduate of high standing came to 
the University, not many years 
ago, on an $800 scholarship from 
Kenora, at the extreme western 
end of the Province, In the 1941 
scholarship list is a> student from 
Red Lake, in the mining district 
of Northern Ontario. 

A common difficulty is that 
atudents who would be elivible 
often do not know what scholar- 
ships are. available nor how to 
make the necessary application. 

Scholarships are foundea by 
men and women who donate funds 
to the University for this pur- 
pose. These men and women of 
vision have given money to estab- 
lish scholarships (often as mem- 
orials) and in so doing have as- 
sisted talented boys anu girls to 
prepare themselves to serve their 
country as otherwise they could 
not have done.

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Last Storage Eggs 
Shipped To Britain 


Agriculture Department offic- 
ials said recently they are “over 
the first bump” in the provision 
of 30,000,000 dozen eggs to the 
United Kingdom, 

They said the last of the stor- 
age egg exports for the season 
have left shipping points. These 
exports represented 230,000 cases 
or 6,900,000 dozen eggs and were 
required for shipment in Septem- 
ber, October and November. 

To fulfill this part of the con- 
tract it was necessary to requisi- 
tion supplies of storage eggs, but 
now the requirements had been 
met, officials said, 

Abcut 30,000 cases represented 
the peak of storage eggs exports 
in the past. 

Next task of the deparment is 
to obtain 170,000 cases or 5,100,- 
000 aozen fresh eggs for shipment 
between December 1 ‘and 1ext 
February 28. Supplies for this 
part of the contract are expected 
to start moving immediately, Bri- 
tish Columbia eggs will come in 
first and then those of Ontario, 
with some from Alberta likely to 
appear in January,

No meat offers: more nourish- 
ment than liver and it can be 
most economica! too, Calves liver 
may be more tender, but by no 
means more nourishing than beef 
or pork liver, which costs much 
less to buy, 

Liver is a valuable builder, rich. 
in iron and other minerals so im- 
portant in the upkeep of health. 
Vitamins, too, it contains in abun- 
dance and protein which we need 
for growth and repair. 

Beef Liver, Southern Style 
1 lb. beef liver 
2 = tablespoons flour 
1 teuspoon salt and pepper 
1 large onion sliced 
3 = tablespoons 

pepper 
1 tablespoon bacon fat 
2 cups tomatves 

% cup cooked rica 

42 cup cooled peas 

% cup corn

wholesale southward tignis of 
snowy oWls Since Arctic toxea, 
which are the principal fur animais 
of the Arctic algo depend largely 
for food on small Maminais and 
are reduced in numbers when suca 
food is scarce, it is probable that 
a big southward flight of snows 
owls may be considered an indica. 
tion that in the following year the 
output of fur in the Arctic will be 
light, : : 

When snowy owls.are, as ot pre 
sent, in southern settled areas, 
they naturally seek chiefly rate 
and mice. Because such animals 
are numerous around open garbage 
dumps, the snowy owls tend to con 
gregate there, The effect of their 
presence, under these circumstan- 
ces, la beneficial. There is no good 
reason for killing them unless, un- 
der stress of want, they are actu- 
ally attacking poultry,

A Normal Boy 

In Luke 2: 41-52 is the only 
account we have of any event be- 
tween the early childhood of Jesus 
in Nazareth and His baptism, 
which probably took place at the 
age of thirty. This is probably 
the first time that Jesus beheld 
the city of Jerusalem. It may be 
that He went up every year there- 
after, but we do not know. And 
where would the Son of God be 
found? In the Témple of God, in 
the midst of the teachers, “both 
hearing thein, and asking them 
questions.” The entire text clear- 
ly implies that Jesus did not know 
everything when he was twelve 
years of age. He was a normal 
boy. He grew in wisdom. At the 
same time, we do . not believe 
there was any actual ignorance in 
the mind of Jesus: He knew God 
perfectly as a boy of twelve. He 
also knew Him perfectly as a man 
of thirty. Furthermore, our Lord 
knew definitely at this time what 
He had come to earth to accom- 
plish, just as He knew definitely 
throughout His life the purpose 
for which God had sent Him. His 
heart directed Him into what 
should have been the holiest place 
in the City of Jerusalem, open to 
one not a priest. By His conver- 
aniion, He indicated that His life, 
even ‘at this early age, was dom- 
inated by the will of His Father. 
Nevertheless, though He krew 
God, and knew Himself to be the 
Son of God, and the Messiah 
announced by the prophets, yet 
He returned to Nazareth with His 
parents, and remained obedient te 
them as a perfect boy.

Hitherto, trench mortar fire 
has had to be conducted at higa 
angles—45 degrees cr more—be- 
cause of the friction offered by 
the shell as it was dropped into 
the barrel. Weapons of this type 
are loaded from the muzzle; the 
shell carries its propelling charge 
in a cartridge attached to its base, 
which is fired by a fixed pin at 
the bottom of the tube. By elim- 
inating much of the friction with 
ball bearings, General Fries states, 
it now becomes possible to slide 
the shell down the tube, at a very 
low angle, permitting the weapon 
to be used for direct instead of 
indirect fire. 

Low-trajectory or direct fire fs 
desirable, especially for action 
against tanks, rapidly moving 
troops in the open, and pillboxes 
with overhead protection but open 
firing ports which cannot be ef- 
fectively reached by high-angle 
fire. .

Heart disease does not rule out 
the possibility of a long and happy 
lite, according to a report on a 
range of heart disease over years 


of private practice in heart ail- 
merits, Dr. Louis F. Bishop, Jr., 
and Ruth V. Bennett, of New 


York, report in Hygeia. 

“Life ean be. tolerable with 
heart disease, but it must be mark- 
ed by moderation,. the article 
#u ye 

i i nan | rt; can seem to 
leak, to |i ap, to paipitat Hearts 
can hop, skip and jump and: yet 
life goes on,” the writers point 
out, “A man may have a recog- 
nized disease of the heart for 30 
years, live & comparatively com- 
fortabie life, be of service to his 


family and his country and in the 
end succumb to an infection of his 
big toe.’ 

Commenting that countless rec- 
ords of persons who live comfort- 
ably with some type of heart dis- 
ease may be found in any heart 
apecialist’s office, the article sug- 
gests the possibility that-the shock 
of knowledge that too fast a pace 
will literally kill may have an im- 
portant effect in leading the pa- 
tients into quieter activities and 
thereby extending the life span, 

Obviously, the authors point 
out, some types of heart disease 
have a shorter expectation of life 
than others. 

The article also comments that 
high blood pressure need not nec- 
essarily mean the shortening of 
life, citing the cases of a woman 
98 years old and another 89 who 
have had high blood pressure for 
many years and who have main- 
tained « fairly normal life in spite 
of the handicap.

HOW CAN I? 


Q. How should I of] an un- 
painted floor? 

A. If you wish to oil an un- 
painted floor, use boiled linseed 
oil. Keep the oil hot all the time 
while applying it with a large 
brush. It may be necessary to 
reheat it when going over larger 
surfaces. When floors are olled 
in this manner, they are easily 
eleaned, almost dustless, and wear 
much longer. 

Q. How can I prevent scatter- 
ing of crumbs when grinding 
bread in the food chopper? 

A. Fasten a paper bag over 
the bottom part of the food chop- 
per when grinding bread crumbs, 
It will prevent scattering of the 
erumbe over the floor. 

Q. How can I avoid having 
eloudy mirrors? . 

A. Do not place mirrors so 
that they have direct sunshine 
on them.

“THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 


Time-—We do not know how 
long John the Baptist preached 
im the wilderness, but it is gen- 
erally believed that the climax of 


his ministry, which is recorded 
here in our lesson, and the bap- 


tism of Christ, occurred between 
the summer of A.D. 26 and the 
spring of A.D. 27. 

Place.— The public ministry of 
John the Baptist took place in the 
wilderness of Judaea; Joss was 
baptized, of course, at the Jordan 
River, and probably not far from 
the elity of. Jericho. 

A New Epoch 

l, “Now in the fifteenth year 
of the reign of Tiberius Caesar,” 
Jesus was about thirty years old 
at this time. “Pontius Pilate bei 
governor of Judaea. And He 
being tetrarch of Galilee. And 
his brother Philip, Tetrareh of the 
region of Ituraea and Trachonitis. 
And Lysanias tetrarch of Abilene, 
2. in the high-priesthood of Annas 


' and Caiaphas, the word of God 


came unto John the son of Zach- 
ariaa in the wilderness.” Luke is 
not setting down the names of 
these rulers and priests simply to 
fix the precise date of the min- 
istry of John. He is recording 
the beginning of a new epoch in 
the Kingdom of God, and he ts 
setting out the stage and recalling 
the personages upon it. He ts 
summing up the power and prin- 
¢ipalities with which the new 
movement must contend. How 
arrogant {s their authority! How 
confident is their pride! Yet all 
this brave array. is doomed,

How Bully Beef 
Was First Used 


‘Foods Preserved by Canning 
Barly in Last Century 


The process of preserving food- 
stuffs by canning ia much older 
than is generally thought. The 
firm of Donkin and Hall, for in- 
stance, waa supplying a variety of 
auch foods for the Navy as early 
as 1814, and Sir Joseph Hall, the 
then president of the Royal So- 
ciety, refers in a testimonial te 
the firm to the nutritious quall- 
ties of thelr “embalmed provia- 
ions”. One of this firm’s “‘vari- 
eties” was soup and boulll. Hence 
“bully beef”. 

It is surprising to learn of the 
excellent quality of these tinned 
foods after many years of preser- 
vation. For example, H. M. §. 
Blonde carried supplies of tinned 
meat during a South Sea voyage 
of exploration which began in 
1826. Twenty years later some 
students of Guy’s Hospital made 
a meal of the contents of one of 
the tins. 

A still more remarkable case is 
that of the tinned goods carried 
by H.M.S. Fury while on a voy- 
age in the Arctic in the year 
1826, The Fury was lost, but some 
of her tinned stores were found 
om the ice by members of « later 
expedition.

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Sable Island Is 


Lonely Outpost 


Off Coast of Nova Scotia, 
Has Wartime Potentialities, 
Says Woodstock Sentinel- 
Review 


Sable Island does not appear to 
have got into the news for a long 
time, and if the Canada-U.S. 
Joint Defence Board has had any- 
thing about it the information has 
not been broadcast; yet the place 
has wartime potentialities which 
could hardly be ignored. .Virtu- 
ally a huge sandbank, 26 miles 
long by a half-mile to two miles 
wide, it lies 110 miles east of 


‘the central part of Nova Scotia 


and 80 miles south of White Head. 
Ships plying between Maritime 
ports and the British Isles go 


either north or south of it —- they 
hope. In days gone by there 
were so many wrecks on Sable 


Island it was known as the “grave- 
yard of the Atlantic’. The Can- 
adian Government from 1873 on 
bullt three lighthouses, but two 
were swept away and the other 
undermined. There is one now at 
each end of the island, and a 
modern radio beacon station 
guides ships many miles at sea. 
Atlantic Outpost 

Aa most people will recall who 
ever read anything about Sable 
Island, it is noted for its wild 
ponies, of which there are sev- 
eral hundred, undoubtedly de- 
scendants \of horses that surv iv- 
ed shipwrev ks years ago. They 
grow a long coat of hair, and 
are said to be admirably suited 
to the climate. Whether or not 
that is mutual is not @fSclosed. 


The island is commonly term- 
ed an Atlantic ‘‘outpost’’, Wheth- 
er or not it is actually so in a 
military sense is not a matter of 
public knowledge. The normal 
population consists mainly of @ 
lifesaving crew, who put in most 


of their ample leisure in mainten- 
ance of buildings and in garden- 
ing. It would take a pretty strong 
garrison to grapple with such « 
force as an enemy power would 
send if it desired to make Sable 
Island an air base, and without 
a strong force would in suen 


event share its fate of Guam and 


Wake and Midway islands in the 
Pacific.

“Cases of strabismus are Us- 
wally first seen by the family 
doctor or paediatrician and it is 


-important that they should give 


proper advice to the parents,” 
writes A. Lioyd Morgan, M.D. 
(Hospital for Sick Children and 
Department of Ophthalmology, 
University of Toronto), in The 
Canadian Medical Association 
Journal. The paper ia based on 
a series of about 800 cases at the 
hospital, in which some surgical 
procedure “was done in about 
twenty-five percent. 

“Whereas, some years ago the 
advice was: ‘Leave it alone until 
they are fifteen and they will 
grow out of it,’ now it is generally 
accepted,” says Dr, Morgan, that 
“treatment of strabismus should 
be completed before schoo] age 
so that the child is not handicap- 
ped by a physical defect which 
might affect its whole life. Most 
authorities are agreed that treat- 
ment should begin early and if 
an* operation is necessary it 
should be done before school age. 
The chances: of cure and good 

inoculaf vision are much better 
if this is done.” 

If treatment is delayed, am- 
blyopia (weak sight) usually de- 
elops. In his conclusions, Dr, Mor- 
gan helds that proper diagnosis 
is most important, that too much 
emphasis cunnot be placed on the 


importance of early treatment 
and that no child should be allow- 
ed to go through school with 
crossed eyes; that if an opera- 
tion is necessary, it should be 
done before school age, and is 
much easier under general an- 


anesthesia,

Commandos Raid 
Norwegian Coast 


With Fleet and Air Force, 
Make Daring Thrust Against 
Germany's War Machine 

Eight enemy ships totalling 
15,660 tons, oil tanks, ammun- 
tions stores and a Quisling-own- 
ed industrial plant were destroy- 
ed during a British raid on the 
small island of Vaagso, 100 miles 
north of Bergen, Norway. 

The raid was carried out re- 
cently by a Commando force of 
the British Army, aided by light 
forces of the Home Fleet and by 
the Royal.Air Force. 

Vaagso is the assembly point 
for German convoys carrying sup- 
plies to the far northern front in 
Russia and an officer who took 
part in the raid said the destruc- 
tion of shipping had harmed Ger- 
man communications to that 
front. 

The entire German garrison on 
an island involved in the attack 
was captured or killed. 

An enemy tank was put out of 
action and an oil tank and an: 
munition stores were destroyed, 

A wireless station and a certain

Anti-Axis Nations 
Sign Declaration 


Allied Powers Agree To 
Fight To Finish Against 
Axia Countries 


Twenty-six powers, including 
the United States, Great Britain, 
Russia, and China, pledged them- 
selves on Jan. 2 in a formal 
agreement to fight to the finish 
against the Axis powers. 

The 26 countries ruled out a 
separate peace. 

They agreed, furthermore, to 
poo! their full economic and mili- 
tary resources against their com- 
mon enemy—Germany, Italy, and 


Japan, 

News of the signing of the 
agreement, the first fruits of 
Winston Churchill’s visit to the 


new world and simultaneous nego- 
tiations in Moscow and the Far 
Fast, was announced all over the 
world at the same moment in 
anti-Axis capitals. 

The 26 nations. signatory to the 


declaration, completed in Wash- 
ington yesterday, are: 
The United States, Britain, 


Russia, China, Australia, Belgium, 
Canada, Costa Rica, Cuba, 
Czechoslovakia, the Dominican 
Republic, Salvador, Greece, “Guat- 
emala, Haiti, Honduras, India, 
Luxemburg, the Netherlands, New 
Zealand, Nicaragua, Norway, Pan- 
ama, Poland, South. Africa, and 
Yugoslavia. 
Basic Points 

The basic points of the agree- 
ment: 

i. Each Government pledges it- 
self to employ its full resources, 
military or. economic, against 
those members of the Tripartite 
Pact and its adherents with which 
such Government is at war. 

2. Each Government pledges 
itaelf to co-operate with the gov- 
exnments signatory hereto and 
not to make a separate armistice 
or peace with the enemies. 

The declaration concluded: 

“The foregoing declaration may 
be adhered to by other nations 
which are or which may be, ren- 
dering material assistance and 
contributions to the struggle for 
victory over Hitlerism.” 

In the preamble of the declara- 
tion, the signatory nations told 
of having subscribea “to a com- 
mon program ef purposes and 
principles’ embodied in the At- 
lantic Charter drawn up by Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill at 
wea last Aug. 14.

Now it was acarred with deep 
holes that were getting bigger and 
deeper —- excavations for an air 
raid shelter and thousands who 
passed looked at the holes. They 
remembered the lawn and’ Easter 
and the kids uho used to roll Eas- 
ter eggs. 

When’ Easter came, half the 
youngsters in Washington, from 
the tenements and the mansions 
alike, would turn up in the presi- 
dent’s front yard. The gathering 
was traditional, and the lawn the 
children romped on was a symbol, 
It was a symbol of democracy, 
because here a ragged urchin 
eould exchange greetings, man to 
man, with the leader of a mighty 
nation, 

Well, it was still a symbol, ugly

Financial Results 

The effect of the increased vol- 
wme of traffic is reflected in the 
financial results of the system. 
While the audited revenue and 
operating expense figures for the 
month of December are not yet. 
available, estimated results for 
that month added to the known 
figures for the first eleven 
months of the year indicate that 
1941 operating revenues will total 

$,000,000. The net revenue 
‘or 1941, estimated at $66,000,- 
006, after meeting all expenses 
facluding equipment depreciation 
will be the largest in the system’s 
history. Taxes and fixed charges 
including interest amount to $62,- 
00,000 for 1941, therefore, it is 
expected that operating revenues 
wil yield « surplus over and 
@bove all operating expenses, 
taxes and interest. We are, how- 
ever, facing in 1942 many mil- 
Hons of uncontrollable increased 
expenditure for wages and mater- 
fals, and there has been no cor- 
yeeponding increase in the price 
ef ovr services for transporting 
passengers and goods. 

The capital improvements made 
@uring the year nearly all arose 
from the necessity of improving 
facilities on various lines of the 
vyailway which have now become 
strategic routes for the handling 
ef actual and prospective war 
traffic. This work consisted of 
fmproving yards, terminals, shops, 
enginehouses, the construction of 
additional passing tracks and sid- 
fags and the installation of sig- 
earls.

Railways’has directly participated 
jn the mobilization of Canadian 
industry for war purposes. We 
have constructed, under a finan- 
elal arrangement with the Gov- 
ernment, a building measuring 
611 feet by 516 feet with an area 
of over 263,600 square feet for 
the National Railways Munitions 
Limited and this plant has been 
in operation for some time. At 
that plant and elsewhere in car 
and locomotive shops part of the 
company’s working force, num- 
bering more than ‘a thousand men, 
has been actively engaged in the 
manufacture of several types of 
munitions, including gun  car- 
riages, naval guns and gun mount- 
ings. At its drydock and ship- 
building yard the company has 
been and is yet constructing mine 
sweepers and these same facili- 
ties are also being used in build- 
ing large cargo vessels for War- 
time Merchant Shipping Limited. 


Steamship Companies 


The steamship companies which 
form a part of the Canadian Na- 
tional organization have also 
played their part in the Battle of 
the Atlantic and elsewhere. An 
additional wartime responsibility 
gladly accepted by the company 
waa the management of the Can- 
adian Government Merchant Mar- 
ine which had been re-established 
and is operating Danish, French, 
Finnish, German and Italian ves- 
sels seized by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment. Canadian National 
Steamships craft have been trad- 
ing in distant waters as well as 
to ports closer to Canadian shores, 
go that in addition to our em- 
ployees who have enlisted in the 
fighting forces, a large number of 
our men are actively engageil in 
war work. 

Labor Relations 

A feature of the company’s 
jabour relations during the year 
waa the stabilization of wages and 
salaries in accordance with the 
Order-in-Council issued by the 
Government. The majority of the 
organized labour groups repre- 
sented on the Canadian National 
Railways entered into agreements 
stabilizing wages at the pre-war 
basis with provision for a cost of 
Hving bonus adjusted to the index 
of the cost of living. Subsequent- 
ly the voluntary basis agreed to in 
the transportation industry be- 
came a compulsory one applicable, 
generally speaking, to all Cana- 
dian industry. It is noteworthy 
that the railway industry pion- 
eered this development, which is 
one of the essential elements in 
a plan for preventing the evil ef 
fects of inflation.

Sales Of Wine 
Dip 5 Per Cent 


Profits Will Be Down 
Due to Heavier Costs 


Constructive progress was made 
in 1941 by the Ontario wine in- 
dustry, according to E. A. Thomas, 
president of the Wine Producers’ 
Association. 

“Formation of: the Wine Pro- 
ducers’ Association,” he states, 
“to which all companies licensed 
to make wine in Ontario belong, 
was a forward step for the twen- 
ty-three wineries in operation 
throughout Ahe year. A number 
of the wineries made important 
improvements in plant and equip- 
ment. About four million gallons 
of wine was processed, 

There was a falling off in sales 
during 1941 due entirely to the 
increase in price necefSitated by 
increased taxation, which amount- 
ed to 27 cents per gallon. 

The total tonnage of wines sold 
was less by approximately 6 per 
cent. The profits, before income 
tax was deducted, were generally 
maintained at close to the 1940 
levels. The net income will, of 
course, be lower due to increased 
taxation. 

The increased cost of the in- 
ventories added during 1941, re- 
sulting from increased cost of ma- 
terials, has not yet materially af- 
fected profits. However, these in- 


creased costs will show up in 
lower operating profits in future 
years. 

The 1941 grape crop was of 


unusually fine quality, the sugat 
content being up by approximat- 
ely 20 per previous 
year.

Have you any idea of the size 
of your Canadian Army? The 
best way to get the picture is to 
make a comparison in terms with 
which we are al] familiar. 

The Army employs nearly eight 
times the entire staff of the Can- 
adia 1 Pacific Railway. The Army’s 
requirements in gasoline-propelled 
vehicles, compared with the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics’ most 
recent report on civilian trucks 
owned in Canada shows that as a 
“fleet owyer’ your Army not 
only outranks, many times over, 
the biggest individual commercial 
“fleet” but that according to re- 
cent figures for every eight com- 
mercial vehiclés in Canada there 
ig uyne for the Army, 

Jt may seem unusual to use 
industrial figures to illustrate the 
size of an army. Perhaps it is 
unusual, but the analogy is a 
good one. Let’s carry it further. 

The Individual Citizen’s Army 
is a big business run in a busi- 
ness-like way. The set-up is that 
of a huge industrial empire with 
a chairman of the board and di- 
rectors of a holding company 
which operates a group of affili- 
ated companies, each with its 
president, vice - presidents in 
charge of various operations, gen- 
eral managers, branch managers, 
purchasing and store-keeping or- 
ganizations, juriior executives, 
foremen and skilled tradesmen. 

“Skilled Tradesmen.” That. has 
two meanings. Strictly applied in 
Army phraseology it refers to a 
long list of experts—either al- 
ready trained in civil life or given 
an intensive course in Army 
Trade Schools—but actually it ap- 
plies to every soldier. The

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Takes Six Months 
To Complete Ship 


Parte of Hull Are Made 
inland and Assembled At 
Shipyard 


Britain's shipbuilders are win- 
ning the race with the U-boats. 

Large steamers and motor- 
ships of 10,000 tons are now be- 
ing completed, from the laying of 
the keel to the final coat of paint, 
in just under six months. Indeed, 
by making parts of the hull and 
so on in distant workshops in- 
land and assembling them at the 
shipyard, the six months have 
been reduced to five and a half, 

Never before has Great Britain 
turned out ships at such a speed; 
and it is speed that has decided 
the peace-time controversy about 
whether the hulls of big mer- 
chant ships should be riveted 
or welded, 

Welding is not only quicker 
but it saves steel, so welding has 
won, More steel ia being saved 
by the use of concrete for small 
craft. Hundreds of ferro-con- 
erete barges have been built, re- 
leasing hundreds of skilled ship- 
builders from the barge build- 
ing yards to work on ocean-going 
tonnage. 

There they are concentrating 
upon the well-tried standard “eco- 
nomy” types of vessels which 
many famous British shipbulld- 
ers had already evolved. 

The shipyards were prepared 
when war came for an expand- 
ing production. The Admiralty 
passed the word to them for so 
many tankers, refrigerated cargo 
liners, coasters, deep-sea tramps, 
and standardization has  tr- 
umphed, 


Nazi Ais Power 
Cut 35 Percent 


Many Planes Lost in Middle 
East in Addition to Loseee 
in Russia 


Aviation observers estimetsg™ 


recently that losses in the cam- 
paign against Russia have redue- 
ed the German Air Force to about 
65 per cent of its peak strength. 

They noted in this connection 


_that there has not been a really 


big raid on Britain since the Rus- 
sian war began last June 22. 
“The German Air Force is lit- 
erally worn out,” said a reliable 
commentator with excellent soure- 
es of information. “The pilots 
are tired and there is a rea! short- 


age of planes. in certain categér- 
ies. To all appearances the Ger- 
man Air Foree is just about 38 
per cent under what it was, for 


instance, when it gave London its 


first heavy fire-bomb attack just 
a year ago,” 

In addition to the losses in the 
Kussian campaign, this souree 
said, the German’s air strength 
has suffered . severely in the 
Middle East, 

“With the Luftwaffe in its 
present condition,” he said, “Hit- 
ier can’t just la igh off the 76 
pianes which ‘the British shot 
down, destroyed or captured from 
, 18 (the start .of the British 
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drive into Licya) to Dec. 28” 

This view that the wNazi Air 
Force actually is suffering short- 
ages was supported by a reliable 
foreign source who said that, ac- 
cording to information just re- 
ceived from agents on the conti- 
nent, the German High Command: 
two weeks ago banned. the manu- 
facture of any new types of 
planes which cannot be turned out 
in mass production. 

But this source warned that 
the present German air lull, which 
British pilots on patrol over 
Frarice have noticed, might only 
mean that “Hitler is getting his 
forces ready for some kind of 
winter campaign. On:the basa 
of reports of activities in Sicily, 
the Peloponnesus and North 
Africa, it's a two to one bet it 
will be a blitz against the Wes 


tern and Middle Mediterranean,” — 


In this connection the Air Min- 
istry news service reported re 
cently that, until the British cap- 
ture of the Derna airdromes « 
few days ago, Gen. Erwin Rom- 
mel, the Axis commander in Lib- 
ya, had received gasoline brought 
from Greece by plane. 

The news service said that the 
RAF in the last 38 days had occw 
pied 39 Axis airdromes in Lib 
and that the “twisted skeletons 
wrecked aircraft litter every 
landing ground.” 


If an airplane is travelling 266

{. “To be tempted of the 
wevil.” Satari’s deep and con- 
stant desire, as the enemy of 
God, is to thwart God’s purposes, 
to prevent God from saving mvn, 
and to make it impossible fer the 
Kingdom of God to be fulfilled, 

2, “And when he had fasted 
forty days and forty nights, he 
afterward hungered.” We should 
always bear in mind that our 
Lord's temptation occurred imme 
diately after His baptism, that is, 
immediately. after the hour He 
‘was officially anointed by the 
Holy Spirit to undertake his great 
ministry. The, number ‘forty’ 
frequently recurs in the serip- 
tures in relation to circumstances 
not altogether dissimilar from this 
event. 

3. “And the tempter came and 
said unto him, [f thou art the 
son of God, command that these 
stones become bread.”’ The temp- 
ter puts the matter in this form 
in order to invite Jesus to estab- 
lish the fact by a miracle and in 
order to intimate that he certain- 
ly has the right thus to satisfy 
his hunger.

Groups of Men Behind Front 
Line Put Essential Services 
in Working Order 

The enthusiasm and. skill of the 
Russian. workers, who form the 
second Line of the great Russian 
army pushing back the German 
troops, has been paid tribute to by 
a British broadcaster. Describing 
the setup of the Russian army he 
said that immediately behind the 
front line army there waa the eng- 
tineering and technical department, 
the railworker gangs and groups 
of others whose job # Is to get 
into working order all means of 
communication, railway stations, 
bridges, and the most essential ser- 
vices. 

‘*They call them second line sol- 
diers and they are filled with the 
game high spirit as their brothers 
in front of them,” said the speak- 
r, “The railways are put in order 
with a speed that is almost unbe 
listable. In one very important 
spot, half a mile of destroyed rall- 
way lines were repaired in three 
hours. At an important junction 
work was carried on day and night, 
Fires were lit to give Might and 
warmth for the men working on 
the trains and other equipment, 
Interminable supply columns move 
steadily along. 

“Behind the technical and sup- 
ply departments, come the people 
who used to live in the villages and 
towns. They came back most of 
them to find their homes destroyed 
or their property stolen, Govern- 
ment committees.are there to give 
immediate assistance and within 
two or three weeks life begins to 
return to normal,”

What Science 
Is Doing 


UNIVERSE NOT EXPLODING 

The world’s largest lescope 
shows that the universe probably 
i# noi exploding but @ a quiet, 
peaceful place and possibly just 
about as infinite in size. 

The observations “were made 
with the 100-inch telescope at 
Mt. Wilson, Calif., and reported 
to the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science re- 
eently by Dr. Edwin P. Hubble, 
the astronomer who for years has 
explored the remote parts of the 
aniverse. 

This <«lesecope sees an area 
about 1.000 light years across, « 
Nght year being the distance Nght 
travels in one year. The earth is 
at the center of this space, with 
the Milky Way 
eround the earth. 

In this space there appear to be 
about 100 million other Milky 
Ways, er nebulae, each aw vant 
family of suns; gasses and pre- 
wumably comets and other fam- 
ilar celestial ébjects. 

These hundred million 
show two things: 

One, they are on the average 
uniformly distributed, about two 
million lght-years apart, with 
wear-vaeuum between them, 

Two, the light of the more dis- 
fant ones is dimmed in a peculiar 
way, called the red shift. This 
dimming could mean that they 
are receding, rushing away from 
earth, and if that js true, the far 
thest away ones now visible are 
traveling 25,000 miles a second.

Advance in Russia 

The almost universal assump- 
tion was that Hitler's conquest of 
Kussia would proceed with the 
usual speed of the Nazi war mua- 
chine, For a short time that 
speed was maintained. One week 


after the invasion had begun the 


German High Command announe- 
ed that, in’ a sweeping advance, 
the German army had inextricably 
trapped half a million’ Russians 
and had destroyed vast numbers 
of Russian tanks and planes, 

All through the summer and 
autumn months German successes 
continued, until in September the 
Supreme .German Command an- 
nounced the successful conclusion 
east of Kiev, of “the greatest 
battle of annihilation of this war 
and all history.”

Then there appeared signs of the 
change that has assumed such tre- 
mendous proportions. In places 
the Nazi drive began to bog down, 
Early in November Dr. Goebbels 
issued his revealing warning that 
the German people must resign 
itself to a “hard and: relentless 
war.’ But only a few days later 
Hitler was still boasting that the 
Soviet had suffered casualties of 
at least 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 
men, and “from such a blow no 
army in the world could recover, 
not even the Russians,” 

Russian Counter Offensive 

Then the. Russians reorganized 
their positions. With the aid of 
fresh troops from the East and 
the merciless cold of the Ruasian 
winter they began to push the 
Germans westward as far, in some 
places, as the lines they occupied 
last August. The siege of Lenin- 
grad was raised, Moscow was no 
longer in danger and the Russian 
offensive in the Crimea appeared 
to promise the complete eviction 
of the Germans from that strate- 
gic peninsula. 


Generalissime Hitler 

Late in December the asignifi- 
cant and sensational announce- 
ment was made that Hitler had 
removed Field-Marshal General 
von Brauchtisch who led the Ger- 
man armies into Russia, and that 
Hitler himself had assumed the 
personal commana of the entire 
German armed forces, The little 
corporal of World War 1 was now 
Generalissimo of World War 2. 

Seeking an explanation for this 
move, neutral observers believed 
that the German reverses in Rus- 
sia——which Berlin discounted as a 
strategic withdrawal to winter 
holding positions——were so seri- 
ous that Hitler had lost faith in 
his Army Command, and that a 
serious rift had developed — be- 
tween German Army Leaders and 
Nazi Party chieftans on a ques- 
tion of strategy. 

Nazi Retreat ‘ 

We do not know how long the 
present remarkable German 
treat in Russia. will continue, It 
appears to be Hitler’s plan to hold 
as much Russian terrain as he can 
until the coming of summer;

But 4 the Army--tiat’s differ- 
ent! Medical attention is free and 
when you “fall in on sick parade” 
you miss a drill or 50. Small won- 
der, then, that medical officers 
have a chance to find out incipient 
troubles before they have a chance 
to develop into possible dangerous 
jilnesses. Of course, there is an- 
other thing the “M.O.” finds out 
at the same time—he finds out if 


you are “swinging the lead,” in 
which event — this, too, comes 
from experience—-you are apt to 


get “2 No, ‘s and full duty.” 

You may be inclined to question, 
as I did, the “stomach-aches,.” The 
answer to that question is that 
what seems like an ordinary stom~- 
ache may be an ulcer which caught 
early enough in civilian life is 
capable of control by special dietary 
arrangements such, as for instance, 
a glass of milk and a biscuit be- 
tween breakfast and lunch, and a 
eup of tea and some toast between 
lunch and dinner, with possibly the 
addition of a elight raid on the re- 
frigerator before turning in. 

You couldn't do it in my day and 
it is no more possible in the in- 
dividual citizen's army of this 
generation to arrange to call off an 
attack or the movement of big guns 
or the transfer of troops from one 
place to another while you have.

U. S. Using Blimps 
For Patrolling Coast 


The navy has put a fleet of 
blimps armed with depth bombs, 
machine guns and cannon at 
work guarding the coast lines of 
the United States. from subar- 
ines and prowling raiders. 

On the Atlantic coast the first 
squadron of six blimps has al- 
ready taken the air, the navy 
said today, They are the first 
of scores to be used. 

The navy apparently is con- 
vinced that patrolling airships are 
among the most elfective weap- 
ons against submarine attacks on 
shipping in coastal waters, Capt. 
C. kK. Rosendahl, veteran dirig- 
ible commander and proponent 
vt lighter-than-aircralt, calls the 
blimp the “dread of submarine 
captains” and credits it with an 
important part in halting the tiat 
Great War submarine “scourge.” 

Carrying a crew of eight, the 
patrol airsiiip can hover, drift or, 
under power, travel more. than 
twice as fast as a submarine. It 
has been demonstrated that it is 
possibie to spot even deeply sub- 
merged submarines from «@ blimp 
under favorable conditions. if 
the blimp’s own depth bombs 
don’t finiah it off, the spot ¢an

Small income is only partly a 
reason, for many suffering from 
nutritional disordera are found ia 
our wealthy homes, Another rea- 
son is large families, overcrowded 
homes, and a poor choice of foods 
with budget money for that pur- 
pose. 

blease remember to use one 
leafy vegetable ae well as two 
othera each day. This is a splendid 
time for those homegrown toe 
matoes, so carefully canned, and 
tomato juice. If using the latter 
as a substitute for orange julee 
it will take about three times the 
amount each day to supply the

Velvely smooth, reeking of the 
meats savory juices, seasoned te 
the King’s taste, gravy makes it 
possible to serve the inexpensive 
cuts of mieat, use of which will cut 
dollars from the weekly Meat bill 
of a large family. The big secret 
is to water the meat during roast

When meat is tender, remove 
from the pan and pour off all but 
three tablespoons of fat. Be care- 
ful not to disturb the rich brown 
sediment which contains the flay- 
or and savor and color for gravy.
